Many people are said to be burn­ 
ing leaves after 4 o’clock p. rn. and 
thi- i- not only an unlawful time, but 
a very dangerous time, besides, for 
the reason that the -moke does not 
ascend, but instead hang* low and 
finally steals in and about the homes, 
The leave* are now green and the 
-nu ke from them i- especially dense 
and irritating to throats.

William McEvan, choir leader at 
the Biederwolf evangelistic meetings 
at the tabernacle, former vaudeville 
and light opera performer, told the 
story of his conversion to a Christian 
life, even though he had been a con­ 
fessing Christian 
from 
childhood, 
and entertained an audience of more 
than twenty-five hundred 
people at 
the tabernacle with his sweet tenor 
voice, and 
v^itli numbers by the 
idioms choir, which has been under 
iii* direction during the revival. 
Mc Ewan’s story of his life carne as 
the climax of the pleasant evening’s 
entertainment, aud he saved it until 
the end. McKwan ha- a true Scotch 
dialect. 
Iii- -tory wa* 
impressive 
and well taken. 
Mc Ewan wa - born of poor parent­ 
age iii Scotland and reared in the 
-trict Reformed Presbyterian church. 
Iii- father earned six dollars a week 
to support his family.. Mc Ewan said 
he never knew what it was to sing a 
Gospel hymn in hi* boyhood days be- 
cause the church to which he went 
always sang the Psalms. 
In early life Iii- parents discovered 
that lie had a sweet voice 
and 
his 
father’s ambition for him to succeed 
was sn great that he contrived to a r­ 
range for him to study under one of 
Scotia rid’- gTeate-t music masters. He 
learned fa*t. became a concert sin­ 
ai r and won iii*tantaneou* 
success. 
He came to America when a young 
man, did a little concert work and 
ret ti i lied to his native land where he 
found Iii- sweetheart, as he put it. 
Ile wa* married and 
returned 
to 
America where lie engaged iii light 
opera and vaudeville work because it 
offered more lucrative wages. 
Mc* ’.wan said life “on the road” 
was hardly conducive to Christianity. 
He declared people on the stage got 
together each Sunday and sang “Where 
i- My Wandering Boy Tonight” and 
thought they were right with God until 
next Sunday. That’s all the religion, 
lie declared, that 
i* 
to 
be 
found 
among stage folks. 
While on the stage, the 
choirster 
said, he learned to drink. 
Although 
he was never a drunkard, he said, he 
had been under the influence of drink. 
His wife traveled with him continu­ 
ally and after their first child was 
born, Mrs. McEvvan had a desire to 
return home. 
McEwan said he took 
her to New York and put her on a 
steamship. 
His desire was so great 
lo return that he couud not overcome 
it, and the next day he left on a boat 
sailing from Boston, arriving home a 
day after his wife.

W ith the Physicians Offering No Hope 


For the Recovery of the Vice Presi­ 


dent, the Necessity of Filling the 


Taft Ticket, in Case Death Should 


Occur Before the Election, Is Caus­ 


ing Polit'cians No End of Worry. 


Washington, Oct. 30.— Either before 
or after election a very complicated 
situation would probably be created 
by the death of Vice President Sher­ 
man. It was suggested today by prom­ 
inent party leaders that Mr. Sherman, 
in view of his critical illness and the 
fact that his doctors have pronounced 
him incurable, might authorize the 
withdrawal of his name as hts party’s 
candidate for vice president. 
In such 
a contingency the duty of filling the 
vacancy on the Republican ticket, un­ 
der immemorial usage, would devolve 
on the Republican national committee. 
Just before adjourning, the Chicago 
convention, conforming to precedent 
passed a formal resolution authorizing 
the national committee to fill any \a- 
cancy that might occur on the ticket 
or in their organization. 
It was suggested that If a vacancy 
occurred before election, the commit­ 
tee might name Governor Hadley of 
Missouri, who was urged as President 
Taft's running mate at a time when 
it was understood Vice President Sher­ 
man would not be a candidate for re- 
election. 
When the house of representatives I 
canvassed the vote of the electors ' 
chosen on the Greeley-Brown ticket in ^ 
1*72, Mr. Greeley having died after) 
the election and before the ticket wa - I 
canvassed, it was found that all but I 
three of tile electors had voted for can I 
didates other than Greeley.

from Georgia voted for Greeley. 
Th 
P’ree cast for Greeley were thrown 
out because the man for whom tin y ! 
were cast was not alive and they were i 
held to be irregular. 
In view of the Greeley precedent 
electoral votes east after the m ean. . 
had occurred could not be canvassed 
a s cast, but it was suggested that if 
the vacancy occurred after the vot* s 
are cast and before the vote is can­ 
vassed, the problem could be soh 
by reconvening the electors in th* 
several st Me* and having them mak^ 
another choice.

ever. would he created by Mr. Sher­ 
man's death after election day if rh? 
selection cf a { resident were thrown 
into the hoi s*» of representatives, as 
is ♦ ntireh possible. The house is now’ 
evenly divided between Republicans; 
and Democrats, and in case it should 
fail to elect a president the duty would 
devolve nu the senate of selecting r. 
vice president, who in turn would be­ 
come president.

TRUSTEE ALWAYS ACTS AS ONE 


Law Requires Them to Report Vote 


Immediately After Conclusion 


of Count. 


The county commissioners met 


yesterday and filled two vacancies in. 
the list of inspectors for the coming 
election. 
They were appointed by 


the board early in September. 


The county 
election 
commission 


wishes to emphasize upon the inspec- 
tors the fact that the returns from 
their precinct should be made as soon 
us possible after the final count. It is 
absolutely imperative that this be 
Ijeeded by the inspectors. 


Besides the election laws of Indi- 


ana make it mandatory for the in- 
spectors. The law says hi this re- 
gard: "The vote must be returned by 
the Inspector to the Clerk's office in 
the Court House immediately on the 
conclusion of the count." 


There have been many rank viola- 


tions of this section of the election, 
in one instance last year a precinct 
inspector went to bed after the vote 
was counted in his precinct, 
and 


did not got into Rushville until after 
eight o'clock in the morning. Thus 
the real vote in the county could not 
l)e ascertained until that time. There 
liave been instances like this in prac- 
tically every election.

board, two judges, two clerks and 
two sheriffs, are appointed by the in- 
spector. 
The inspector generally 


acts on the recommendation of the 
county chairmen of the two leading 
parties.

Whet Would Happen In Case 


of Sherman's Death? 


SITUATION 
IS. COMPLICATED 


With the Physicians Offering No Hope 


For the Recovery of the Vice Presi- 
dent, the Necessity of Filling the 
Taft Ticket, in Case Death Should 
Occur Before the Election, Is .Caus- 
ing Politicians No End of Worry. 


Washington, Oct. 30.—Either befora 


or after election a very complicated 
situation would probably be created 
by the death of Vice President Sher- 
man. 
It was suggested today by prom- 


inent party leaders that Mr. Sherman, 
In view of his critical illness and the 
fact that his doctors have pronounced 
him incurable, might authorize the 
withdrawal of his name as his party's 
candidate for vice president. In such 
a contingency the duty of filling the 
vacancy on the Republican ticket, un- 
der immemorial usage, would devolve 
on the Republican national committee. 
Just before adjourning, the Chicago 
convention, conforming to precedent, 
passed a formal resolution authorizing 
the national committee to fill any va- 
cancy that might occur on the ticket 
or in their organization. 


It was suggested that if a vacancy 


occurred before election, the commit- 
tee might name Governor Hadley of 
Missouri, who was urged as President 
Taft'B running mate at a time when 
it was understood Vice President Sher- 
man would not be a candidate for re- 
election. 


When the house of representatives 


canvassed the vote of the electors 
chosen on the Greeley-Brown ticket in 
1872, Mr. Greeley having died after 
the election and before the ticket was 
canvassed, it was found that all hut 
three of the electors had voted for can- 
didates other than Greeley.

In view of the Greeley precedent

he vacancy occurred after the votes 
ire cast and before the vote is can- 
vassed, the problem could be solved 
by re-convening the electors in the 
•several st;itps and having them make 
another choice. 


A more serious complication, how- 


ever, would be created by Mr. Sher- 
man's death after election day if the 
selection of a president were thrown 
into the house of representatives, as 
is entirely possible. The house is no'.v 
evenly divided between Republicans 
and Democrats, and !n case it should 
fail to elect a president the duty would 
devolve mi the senate of selecting a I 
vice prpsjdr-ut, who in turn would be- j 
come president. Their choice, unlikd 
that in tile house, would be limited t'i 
the tv.'o candidates having the high- 
est number of votes for office.

Advance, Which Is Marked by a Bril- 
liant Flanking Movement Consid- 
ered by Their Friends to Be a Bit 
Too Daring For Safety, While Other 
Allies Also Are Pushing Forward. 


1 Athens, Oct. 30.—After 
a 
three 


hours' light the Greeks captured Kat- 
erina. 
The Turks lied in disorder, 


with the Greek cavalry in pursuit. The 
Greeks have also captured Nalbankoui 
after a sharp fight. The Turks aban- 
doned their guns and stores. 


London, Oct. 30.— Vaguely 
and 


brokenly the telegraph is telling o£ im- 
portant ami decisive operations on the 
part of the liulgars to the east of the 
position held by Xazim Pasha, the war 
minister of the Turks. 


The eastern Bulgarian army has 


turned and is whirling south with all 
possible si>eed. There is a brilliant 
daring in the big flanking movement 
of the Culgars that makes some of 
their friends think that it is too grave 
a risk that the fighters ot the little 
state are undertaking. 


One thing is certain, they have the 


war miuister with his four army corps 
very securely bottled up in the coun- 
try between Baba Eski and Lute Bur- 
gas.

fight or surrender. On his right Hank 
he finds the Bulgars awaiting him in a 
line across the railroad into Adrian- 
ople. To the south of him he.is cut 
off from Dimitika. where he had plan- 
ned to retreat if necessary. 
If he 


turns to the east and the capital that 
he is fighting to defend, there are the 


j mins of tbe railroad bridge blown up 


i by the Bulgarians to prevent his com- 


munication with Constantinople. 
It 


would seem to be the plan of the Bnl- 
gars to threw their eastern army 
•cross the railroad and malce a wedge 
between the Turks and their capital. 
Then they can force the war minister 
back iip-iti the waiting bayonets of the 
Bulgarians now besieging Adrianople. 


There Is ?. report that Bulgarian cav- 


alry rode across country to the Sea of 
Marmora to the south and there took 
Rodosto. Tliis report is not confirmed.

SEATTLE SCIENTIST TESTIFIES

to John McNamara Instructions in 
Construction of Infernal Machines. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 30.—On the wit-

Professor J. B. Wagner of Seattle, told 
the jury how he had innocently assist- 
ed the dynamiters in their work of de- 
struction.

McNamara claimed that the ar- 
rangement did not always work and 
Wagner gave him lessons in the use 
of the device.

He 
said McNamara remained in his roorr. 
all day and went out at night, and 
came back with a basket of groceries. 
He told of finding a small clock in a 
cavity in the hall of the roi::>.i McXa- 
mara occupi-jri after ho loft.
